The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Charlton  Kings  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  following  Report 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1923:- 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  from 
the  adjusted  figures  of  the  1921  census  is  4296.  (?) 

The  area  of  the  District  is  3399  acres. 

Rateable  value:  £30,172.  8.  0 as 

compared  with  £29,447.  3.  0 in  1922. 

Sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £100.  £97  in  1922. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good:  though 
there  have  been  two  epidemics  (of  chicken-pox  and  measles). 

The  Chicken-pox  epidemic  occurred  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year,  at  the  same  time  as  small-pox  was  fairly  prevalent  in 
the  county.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of  the  latter 
disease  occurred  in  the  District.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
the  differential  diagnosis  between  chicken-pox  and  small -pox,  I 
recommended  that  chicken-pox  be  made  a notifiable  disease.  The 
Council  passed  a resolution  to  this  effect  in  March. 

I made  arrangements  with  the  Public  Vaccinator  of  the  Dis- 
trict to  open  a Public  Vaccinating  Station  in  the  Council  buildings. 
A considerable  number  of  persons  were  vaccinated  during  the  time 
that  the  Station  was  in  operation. 
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Vital  Statistics. 


BIRTHS : 

According  to  the  figures  of  the  District  Registrar,  the 
total  number  of  births  was  65  -($1  males,  34  females):  of  these 
3 males  and  1 female  were  illegitimate. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  15*13  per  1000  population, 
as  compared  with  15*4  per  1000  in  1922  and  16  per  1000  in  1921. 


DEATKS : 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  District  was  39 
(14  males,  25  females).  Deaths  of  residents  occurring  outside 
the  district  numbered  16  (5  males,  11  females). 

This  gives  a total  of  55:  a death-rate  of  12*8  per  1000 
population,  as  compared  with  17*7  per  1000  in  1922.

Excluding  chicken-pox  and  measles , the  number  of  cases  of 

infectious  disease  was  small :- 

6 Diphtheria,  with  2 deaths. 

3 Scarlet  fever. 

1 Encephalitis  lethargica. 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculous  disease  was  notified  to  me 


during  the  year. 
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The  arrangements  made  for  carrying  out  maternity  work  and 
sick  nursing,  and  the  Ambulance  Transport  of  Sick  and  Injured  in 
the  District  were  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1922:  they  continue 
to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  managed  by  a Local  Committee, 

• has  now  been  in  full  working  order  for  more  than  ten  months,  and 
is  doing  excellent  work. 


SANITARY  WORK: 

In  conjunction  with  the  Surveyor,  I have  inspected  a number 
of  houses  (under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act),  and  submitted 
reports  to  the  Council  during  the  year. 

No  houses  have  been  built  under  the  Housing  Scheme:  9 have 
been  built  privately;  8 of  which  were  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Cheltenham  Corporation  Works  has 
been  constant  and  good. 


The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  carried  out  his  work  in  a 
thorough  and  efficient  manner.
